The seed of this new variety was given us by the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. The description that follows is that of the Department of Agriculture. 

The Pan American tomato is a mid-season red fruited variety highly resistant to Fusar- 
ium wilt. It appears to be suitable for marketing fresh tomato, particularly in regions where 
the soil is heavily infested with the Fusarium tomato wilt fungus. As grown at the U.S. Horti- 
cultura! Station, Beltsville, Maryland, the Pan America tcemato produces an excellent yield of 
scarlet fruits that develop exceptional polar depth, typically weighing 6 to 7 ounces each. 
The internal color is bright scarlet red. The flesh is firm and ‘the seed cells relatively small.” 

We grew this variety for the first time in !941. In our trials and seed fields the season 
was the same as Marglobe. The vines were exceptionally healthy, strong and vigorous. The 
foliage good, although the vines seem to open just a little more than Marglobe. The fruits 
all run exceptionally smooth and very pretty glole shape. They pack and carry very well. 

If you are having trouble with your vines going down because of wilt we are confident 
this variety will hold up much better than almost any other variety. The vines are certainly 
resistant to wilt in this section.

The beets retain their dark red color and 
good guality if left until fully grown. Excellent for a bushel or. basket variety. Unsurpassed 
for bunching, canning, or long~distance- shipping.

This strain has a small top, and under such conditions 
is sometimes difficult:to pull if the beets are allowed’ to 
become large and fully mature. The tops of Special 
Detroit, when fully grown, are 12 to 15 inches as com- 
pared to 16 to 20 inches for Perfected Detroit. On loose 
soils, and under irrigation, this variety cannot be sur- 
passed for all around quality.
